This brings the total domestic 
new car sales for the first eight 
months of 1929 to 2.965.753. as com- 
pared with 2,217,785 in the corre- 
sponding period of last year, an in- 
crease of 647,968 units, equivalent to 
29.2 per cent. The sales for eight 
months’ period also set a new high 
record for all time. 

The rate of increase in sales over 

last year showed a sharp drop in 
August, as compared with preced- 
ing months. e July sales were 
33.5 per cent. better a year 
ago, as compared the 14.2 
per cent. jump in August. The 
eight months’ gain of 29.2 per cent. 
compares with a six months’ in- 
crease of 37.9 per cent. and a 
gain of 48 per cent. in the first 
quarter. 
_ Sixteen makes of cars showed reg- 
istrations of more than 5,000 units 
in August, with Ford heading the 
list and Chevrolet coming third. 
Buick regained third place by an ex- 
cellent sales record, and Pontiac 
took fourth, giving General Motors 
three of the first four places 

Essex, which in August, 1928, 
in sixth place, climbed to fifth, 
spite a falling off in sales, and 
Whippet dropped from fourth to 
sixth place. Nash retained seventh 
position, while Studebaker took 
eighth by a narrow margin, as com- 
pared with tenth a year ago 

Oldsmobile, with one of the best 
records, gained a place in the first 
ten by going from eleventh to ninth, 
and Chrysler dropped from ninth 
to tenth Dodge, a year ago in 
eighth place, fell to eleventh, but 
Plymouth, another Chrysler unit.

NEW SELF-SEALING AND 


Bristol, Conn., Oct. 10.—A self- 
sealed, self-lubricated ball bearing 
which reduces mounting costs and 
at the same time increases bear- 
ing efficiency in service life is an- 
nounced by the New Departure 
Manufacturing Company, Bristol, 
Conn. 

The N-D-Seal bearing, as it is 
called. is made only in the smaller 
sizes and consists of what is essen- 
tially a New Departure single-row 
ball bearing of the non-loading 
groove type. permanently fitted into 
a metal case or shell 

This shell is shaped on one side 
of the bearing so as to contain a 
feit closure which fits over the 
ground outside diameter of the ex- 
tended bearing inner ring, thus 
forming an efficient seal both for 
the retention of lubricant and the 
exclusion of dirt

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New Diesel Powered Bus 


Newark, N. J., Oct. 10.—Pub- 
lic Service Co-ordinated Trans- 
port will shortly place in experi- 
mental operation on routes in its 
Essex county division a motor bus 
equipped with a Diesel engine, 
using fuel oil instead of gasoline. 
If the experiment proves success- 
ful. officiais of the concern be- 
lieve it will lead to the develop- 
ment of a motor bus engine using 
fuel costing less than half the 
cost of gasoline, permitting the 
elimination of carburetors, spark 
plugs and ignition systems. 

This is said to be the first use 
in this country of the Diesel engine

roller-bearing assembly is set up 
tightly and is then spun with elec- 
tric motors in order to produce the 
initial “ironing in” of the bearing 
Afterward the assembly is carefully 
inspected to see, first, that it rolls 
with sufficient ease, and, second, 
that it has no lost mction. Because 
of this precaution of “ironing in,” 
the bearing assembly will go 
through a long period of operation 
in a steering gear without the 
necessity for any setting-up adjust- 
ment 

In the new “roller-mounted” type 
a screw is provided in the side plate. 
This screw bears on the end of the 
cross shaft. so that the whole cross 
shaft with the Timken roller bearing 
assembly can be adjusted endwise, 
both quickly and accurately. This 
assures a proper adjustment  be- 
tween the tapered stud and the cam 
It must also be observed that if the 
Timken roller bearing assembly does 
require adjustment after long serv- 
ice it can be easily reached by sim- 
ply removing the side plate The 
adjustment of the bearing itself fol- 
lows standard practice and does not 
in any way adversely affect the 
alignment of any other part. 


Likewise it may be seen that the 
use of the side-screw adjustment for 
moving the cross shaft endwise does 
not adversely affect the alignment 
of any part, but simply produces a 
proper adjustment between the ta- 
pered roller and the cam. This care- 
ful provision for quick, easy adjust- 
ment, without adversely affecting 
alignment, is most important. 

There are good theoretical and 
practical reasons why this design 
gives such remarkable ease of oper- 
ation. The primary reason is that 
the bearings are designed to hold 
the rotating parts in correct align- 
ment, and because these bearings 
roll efficiently. without any sliding 
effects, the frictional loss is very 
slight 

Because the bearings used in 
mounting the stud do give true roll- 
ing contacts without sliding effects

In the Figure C is shown the 
overall efficiency curve, marked 660 
of the new rolling-stud type, of a 
size Suitable for use in fine, heavy 
passenger car service The curve 
marked 260 is the efficiency curve 
of the older fixed-stud type, built 
for the same service.

A. MILLER, president of Willys-Overland, has just} 
as taken a decided stand on a problem that has been| 
worrying the best minds of the industry for a long time. | 
“The annual boosting of production schedules on the part) 
of automobile manufacturers,” says Mr. Miller, “has resulted | 
in the entire industry’s being faced with a serious problem, | 
which not only threatens the welfare of automobile dealers | 
but. if a halt is not called, may affect the entire business and 
economic structure of the industry. 

“Year after year motor car manufacturers have set 
their production schedules at higher figures. . The ability 
of the public to absorb an indefinitely inc reasing number | 
of cars is constantly ov erestimated.” | 

“And.” continues Mr. Miller, “this has been done on the 
theory that increased volume meant decreased costs. Up to 
a certain point this is correct in so far as manufacturing 
economies are concerned. But the theory fails when the| 
volume is not maintained. Sales forces are expanded, plants | 
equipped and tooled, materials bought to carry out these in- 
creased production schedules. In the closing months of every 
year manufacturers usually find a market unable to absorb 
the number of cars they intended to build. Output is cur- 
tailed, with the result that at the end of the year. a con- 
siderably lesser number of units have actually been built, on | 
which the average overhead expense has taken a decided | 
upward trend and materially affected the producer's profits | 
per car for the year.” 

On October 1, The Automotive Daily News ex- 
pressed editorially the opinion that prices for motor cars 
in this country are too low. We based this belief on the 
fact that manufacturers generally set prices on the basis 
of a maximum schedule, which in most cases could not 
be achieved. By setting prices on the greatest produc- 
tion that optimism could hope to reach, the manufacturers 
were selling their products at prices that did not give 
them the necessary leeway. When the time of year came 
that made it apparent to them that the market could not 
absorb their maximum production, they had recourse to 
stuffing the dealers, who in turn had to indulge in uneco- 
nomic trading, and finished the year on the wrong side 
of the ledger.

ERVERS at the show this 
oniy to American cars shown in the French capital but to 
the products of the home industry. Green seems to be the! 
favorite color with the French manufacturers, all shades 
from apple to olive finding a place in the show. Browns 
and grays are also reported to be favorites over there. 

The European industries have lagged considerably be- 
hind our own in the development of color for motor ear 
bodies. Lacquers were developed to the stage of practical 
application here, while the Europeans were still experiment- 
ing. Perhaps also there is something in the American tem- 
perament that welcomes color. We have a certain youth- 
fulness of outlook that the older countries lack, which pre- 
disposes us to gayety. 

It is interesting to remember some of the innovations 
in motor vehicle design and equipment that the American 
industry has given the European manufacturers. At once 
there comes to mind the electric starter, which found a place 
on almost every American car before the manufacturers of 
Europe began to employ it. The vacuum fuel feed system 
had captured the American field long before the builders in 
Europe could see it. Four-wheel brakes were used early in 
France on racing cars, but our manufacturers had installed 
it on almost every chassis before it made any real headway 
abroad as standard equipment. And now we are giving 

, Ruropean manufacturers ¢olor in shades and schemes that 
they never before attempted.

TEXAS RULING BANS 
USE OF IMPROVISED 
FARM WAGON TRAILERS: 


Austin, Tex., Oct. 10.—A farmer 
may not attach his farm wagon 
as a trailer to his automobile, 
truck or tractor in Texas and 
use it on a public highway with- 
out first registering it, obtaining 
a license, paying the tax and at- 
taching license plates to it, ac- 
cording to a ruling made by As- 
sistant Attorney General Jack 
Blalock. 

In support of his ruling, Mr. Bla- 
lock quotes a provision of the new 
Texas act regulating motor vehicles | 
as follows: “Every vehicle without 
motive power designed or used for 
carrying property or passengers 
wholly on its own structure and to 
be drawn by a motor vehicle” is a | 
trailer and must pay the tax and 
be registered. 

This clearly seems to apply even 
though the farmer may use the at- 
tached vehicle only for hauling his 
own crop to market or from his 
fields to his barn if he has occa- 
sion to use a highway in doing so.
